While 
other districts have been filling up with industrious 
immigrants, the settlement of Vancouver lias been 
retarded by the withdrawal of all tho Crown lands 
from preemption In the railway belt, thus rendering 
it impossible to form an estimate of the injury, direct 
and indirect, that bos been perpetrated by the " how- 
not-to-do-it" policy of the Mackenzie: Administration. 

Tho present Tariff is not juitcd to all sections of the 
Dominion. I believe that a measure can be devised 
that will be fair and equitable to all the Provinces, and 
tend to foster and encourage manufacturing, agricul- 
tural and other interests throughout Canada. Doing 
quite alive to tho necessity of great caution in dealing 
with this question, I will here assuro tho electors that, 
if successful at tho polls, their interests shall be made 
paramount to every other consideration when the 
proper time arrives for legislating upon a subject of so 
much importance. 

With regard to questions ot a local nature, such as 
postal, telegraphic, marine, etc., etc., which may come 
under the purview of the general government, I 
will, if returned, omit no opportunity of representing 
your wants and claims at the proper time and in the 
proper quarter. 

No time will bo lost in prosecuting a personal can- 
vass throughout the district, and whenever practicable 
public meetings will he held, which will enablo mo to 
enter moro into detail on tho above-mentioned sub- 
jects, and touch upon others that cannot bo discussed 
In the space usually allotted to an address of this des- 
cription.

/Ti ENTLEMEN:— in ottering myself as a candidate 
HJT for your suffrages I deem it incumbent on me 
to state that if returned to servo you in the Dominion 
Parliament I shall give an easiest support to tho 
Liberal-Conservative party, led by Sir John A. Mac- 
dpnald. At the same time I shall not support that or 
nny other party who may fail to fultil tho condi- 
tions of the Terms of Union lend the Carnarvon 
Settlement. 

Railway Construction has been unnecessarily de- 
layed by Mr. Mackenzie's Government, and the fair 
fame of Canada has been tarnished by the fnilure of 
that Government to fulfil' the obligations contained 
in the Carnarvon Settlement and the Terms of Union. 
The line from Esqulmalt to Nanaimo should be built 
and construction on the Mainiand commenced atoncc. 
As to the adoption of any particular route for the 
Railway, we can only suggest. There Is no doubt, in 
my mind, that tho route by way of Bute Inlet to Es- 
quiinalt is the most desirable from a national and 
economic standpoint. I shall not fail to urge that fact 
upon tho attention of the Canadian Government and 
Parliament; but should I fail to convince them of the 
advantages of the Bute-Esquimau routo over all 
others, 1 shall favor the immediate prosecution of 
work on the line wherever it may bo located. Over- 
land communication is of the utmost importance to 
this Province. DELAY MEANS STAGNATION, and 
British Columbia should be tho last to place in Cana- 
da's hands an excuse fur further delaying the com- 
mencement of railway construction, by insisting on 
the reopening of the surveys, when a nirlnoVjal has 
Just been passed by the Local Parliament demanding 
immediate commencement of the railway. ^ 

Isolated as we are, I consider tho Canadian Tariff 
unsuitcd to this Province". That Tariff was accepted 
b.\ British Columbia in in the anticipation of the 
early commencement of railway construction. That 
anticipation not having been realized, I shall press 
upon the notice of Canada the importance of granting 
the Province the right to regulate its own tariff until 
the completion of the railway. Whether that right 
bo accorded or not, I shall press for adequate protec- 
tion to the producers and manufacturers of tho Pro- 
vince so that they may compete successfully in our 
markets with the products of old established commu- 
nities. 

My constant aim shall be to harmonize sectional 
differences nnd allnv sectional prejudices. I shall en- 
deavor to work with all tho members from tho Pacific.

In conclusion, I beg leave to thank tho many 
electors who have expressed their appreciation of my 
reasons for declining to submit my claims to the 
consideration of a self-constituted convention; and 
beg to assure every one who may feel an interest in 
he welfare of the* Provinco that I Bhall endeavor, if 
elected, to tho utmost of -my ability to provo myself 
worthy of the confidence reposed in me.

" BRITISH COL JJMBIA -ITS PRES. 
EXT CONDITION AND FU- 
TURE policy:' 



Mr. Reginald Nuttall 1ms issued 
from the press a'panvphlofc bearing this 
title. Naturally, tbo writer deals with 
the railway question, and contends 
with some force that the policy of the 
American railway magnates is to cen- 
tralize — to control all the overland 
and Coast lines and direct their traffic 
to San Francisco at tho expense of the 
whole Coast. He puts in a strong plea 
for unanimity of action and the sinking 
of sectional dift'erences ; but shows a 
lack of intimate knowledge with tho 
merits of the route controversy when 
ho asserts that tho differences between 
tho sections arose with the landing of 
the steel rails at Esquimalt. We can 
inform the writer that the controversy 
as to route arose long before Con- 
federation. A deputation of Victorians 
in 1870 waited on Governor Mus- 
orave with the object of having the 
selection of Esquimalt as the terminal 
point inserted as one 6f the clauses in 
tho Tonus of Union, then in course of 
preparation. A certain amount of 
jealousy and distrust has existed be- 
tween a part of the Mainland and the 
Island since 18G7, and until the rail- 
way route shall have been finally select- 
ed that distrust and jealousy will con- 
tinue. It is unfortunate, but it is 
nevertheless true. Mr. Nuttal is op- 
posed to annexation, but imagines that 
the country would be better oil* without 
Confederation if the railway is not 
built. He labors under tho disad- 
vantage of not having been a resident 
of the Province prior to Confederation. 
He gropes in the dark, furnishes no 
data to sustain his assertions, and is 
generally "abroad" on this branch of his 
subject. We know that the country 
has bcnelitted largely from Confedera- 
tion, and when the railway shall have 
been once fairly started the benefits that 
will accrue will be incalculable. He is 
right when he states that the demand 
for Separation cannot be interpreted in 
favor of annexation ; but the demand 
for Separation might easily lead to 
something that would be far worse than 
annexation — Isolation. So long as the 
Province remained an integral part of 
the Canadian empire she would have 
still a hope of railway connection ; but 
sever tho bonds and the prospect, ex- 
cept through American territory, would 
be small indeed, and has not Mr. 
Nuttall already shown that connec- 
tion in that direction means absorption 
of the trade and commerce of the 
Provinoe by San Franciscans ? There 
is one portion of Mr. Nuttall-'s pamph- 
let in which, we must be permitted to 
say, he seems a little silly. It is where 
he attributes the reluctance of the 
•i Canadian Government to push railway 
\ matters to a fear on their part that 
V should the railway be built and tho 
\ climate and resources of British Colum 
bia fully ^mderstood cast of the 
mountain? *' a ^stream of immigration 
would flo<j4 r ? ul r the East to the West 
■which would i8$2*,a tendency to depre- 
ciate the value of Canadian property 
and enhance that of our own." Were 
we to admit this extraordinary proposi- 
tion we might as well tell the people of 
British Columbia to relinquish hope of 
railway connection for tho next quarter 
of a century. If tho well-to-do classes in 
Canada are opposed to the railway, 
how can Sir John Macdonald find sup- 
porters who would sustain a policy that 
would insuro railway construction in 
, British Columbia? But there are some 
really very good things in the pamphlet. 
Duo prominence is given to the climate, 
natural resources, geogrrphical position 
and other advantages, and 25 cents in- 
vested in the purchase of a copy would 
be well spent. 

THE royal commission. 



The public who have followed the 
evidence in the Kootenay scandal case 
must have arrived at a very decided 
opinion with respect to the develop- 
ments. JTo evidence, documentary or 
otherwise, lias been disclosed that tends 
to incriminate the ex-Premier or any 
member of the late Government in an 
attempt to bribe Mr. Gallagher to 
resign his seat in the House and make 
way for Constable Kelly. The charges 
(summarized) aro that Mr. Gallagher 
was offered — on the authority of Mr. 
Elliott — §1000 in cash, the constable- 
ship of Kootenay and, within three 
months, tho "best office in the gift of 
the Government." In. no particular 
have any of these charges been sustain- 
ed as against Mr. Elliott. It is truo 
the ex-Premier wrote one letter to Mr. 
Kelly, and another letter to Father 
Foquet, stating that if Mr. Kelly and 
Mr. Gallagher came to an understand- 
ing the Government had no objec- 
tion to Mr. Gallagher filling Mr. 
Kelly's billet ; but tho offer of §1000 
seems to have been a private specula- 
tion of Mr. Kelly's. He frankly ad- 
mitted it when in the witness-box ; and 
the promise of the best office in the 
gift of the Government was probably 
added to make tho bait as attractive as 
possible. Mr. Elliott's connection 
with tho matter ended with the letters 
to Father Foquet and Mr. Kelly. 
The "head and point of his offending" 
was in allowing his sympathies to be 
excited by a narration of Mr. Gallagh- 
er's supposed impecuniosity ; but no 
eivdence of corrupt intention is pro- 
duced. As the Royal Commissioners 
.have tho evidence in hand and will 
shortly render their decision, it would 
not-bo well to speculate on the possible 
character of their finding ; but in the 
face of tho startling evidence adduced of 
corrupt practices at eleotions at Koot- 
enay, the Commissioners may be ex- 
pected to say a good deal on that head. 
The condition of political affairs on tho 
Southern Boundary ii indeod alarming, 



and scarcely any one but will admit 
that in place of Kootenay having two 
members she is not entitled to the 
fifteenth part of one. Since tho date of 
the late election the revised voters' list 
has dwindled away to 29. It is prob- 
ablo that at tho next election not ex- 
ceeding 25 votes will be cast— and these 
2o will liave the power to return one 
member. Viewed in the light of an 
election a contest at Kootenay is a 
roaring farce ; but viewed in the light 
of possible events at the Capital any 
session the consequences might be of a 
most serious character. 

THE CHINESE STRIKE. 



The strike among the Chinese in 
this city does not seem to be in keep- 
ing with their national character for 
shrewdness and foresight, and is on 
that account somewhat unaccountable. 
So far as they are concerned it must 
inevitably fail to be attended by any 
beneficial result, inasmuch as it will 
neither influence the decision as to tho 
legality of the Tax Bill passed by the 
local House nor tend to relieve them 
during the interim of their liability to 
pay tho head money imposed on them. 
The strike would seem to be simply an 
exemplification of "cutting off one's 
noso to spito one's face." Whilst the 
Chinese are engaged in this interesting 
operation the best and most lucrative 
situations hitherto filled by them are, 
wo feel glad to say, being taken up by 
white people, and their trade is being 
diverted to other channels. If by 
striking the Celestials escaped all liabil- 
ity to pay the (to them) obnoxious tax 
we could unders f and that they had 
some objective point to gain. But the 
strike not only does not relieve them 
of that responsibility until the local 
Bill shall have been disallowed, but in- 
conveniences themselves as well as many 
white families. The sole hypothesis 
for the strike is that "John" imagines 
the white community cannot get along 
without him. He will shortly dis- 
cover to his cost that such is not the 
case.

•njT'HEREAS FOR SO.ME TIME THE OFFICES 
T Y of City Surveyor, Engineer of the Water 
Works and Water Works Commissioner have respec- 
tively been held by one person; 

And whereas the said olllcc of Water Works Com- 
missioner has recently been separated from the said 
other offices, and it !s desirable that a person other 
than the said City Surveyor and Water Works Engineer 
should be appointed thereto; 

And whereas it is expedient to increase the amount 
of compensation to he paid to tho said City Surveyor 
and Water Works Engineer for bis service in those 
capacities; 

Uo it, therefore, enacted by the Mayor and Council 
of tho Corporation of the City of Victorin, as follows :

Tho Assault Cass. 

We shall not stop to correct the many 
inaccuracies in our contemporary's report 
of the Police Court proceedings in the 
recent assault case. We shall content 
ourselves for the present with the state- 
ment that the report is very inaccurate 
and that the evidence adduced will not 
justify tho comments made. At the trial 
it will bo shown thai the complainant 
was not struck from behind ; that the cane 
was not loaded ; and that no more injury 
was done than tho magnitude of tho com- 
plainant's ofl'onco warranted an indignant 
husband and father in inflicting on the 
spur of tho moment. 

Island Interior. — Messrs. W. A. Rob- 
son and A. Crato arrived in town yester- 
day after a trip from Cowichan, by Cow- 
ichan Lake, San Juan River, Parchina 
Indian village and Sooke. They struck 
San Juan River at its source. From the 
headwaters of the San Juan down towards 
tho coast there aro six miles of granite 
formation.

week from date." 

" That a special voto of thanks bo ten- 
dered by this meeting to Mr. Neufoldor, 
the chairman of the company, for the en- 
orgy and judgment he has displayed in 
the interests of the company." 

The following telegrams just received 
from Cariboo wero read — the first being 
an answer to one from the Directors ask- 
ing for further information as to the work 
done: 

" Just received telegram. Shall writo 
particulars mail. All machinery is 
moved. Five men taking out rock; so 
far one hundred and fifty tons; assay very 
good." 

"Three assays Enterprise Company, 
Walker's location:— No. 1, $07.85; No. 2, 
$727; No. 3, 75.24; No. 2, (ro-assayod) 
$720." 

An interesting report from tho chair- 
man of the company was also read. 

Thu proceedings closed with a voto of 
thanks to tho chairman of the meeting. 
It is gratifying to know that the condition 
of tho company is most satisfactory, and 
that the confidence of the shareholders 
was manifested by their taking up a large 
number of tho shares of the remaining 
issue at the close of tho meeting. 

Hand Power Drill. 



A large number of gentlemen assembled 
on Thursday in tho vicinity of Sayward's 
saw-mill to witness an experimental trial 
of Jordan's hand-povrer rock drill. Not- 
withstanding tho fact that the machine 
was worked under difficulties, very satis- 
factory results wero obtained. The ap- 
pliance is particularly adapted for tun- 
nelling and not for open quarry drill. 
On Thursday the machine was merely 
braced with temporary fastenings on rock 
of a very flinty nature, fino grain and as 
hard as any trap rock to be found, and 
said to be moro difficult to boro than gran- 
ite or quartz. In several instances, how- 
ever, the drill worked at the rate of from 
1 in. to li in. per minute. All tho 
usual drawbacks attending experimental 
workings wero encountered, such as fail- 
ing to got tho metal for the drills proper- 
ly tempered — it being either too hard and 
brittle or too soft and pliable. It would 
seem to require for the practical working 
of this drill a cultivated car as the sound 
of the appliance is an indox to its opera- 
tions. It is stated to be so with the dia- 
mond drill in the use of which a practised 
car can detect a flaw on tlie loosening of 
diamond in the drill. The cost of the 
Jordan drill in London, England, is £50 
and can be bought of the agent here for 
about $400. It i3 claimed for the ap- 
pliance that with two men it can perform 
the work otherwise requiring eight. 

Cuim.iwhack. — Our correspondent, 
writing on the 10th inst. , states : — The 
weather is still very dry and keeps people 
about Cheam settlement busy fighting 
bush fires, sometimes all night. They aro 
well compensated for their trouble, as 
they are getting their farms very easily 
cleared. We have it as smoky as can well 
be imagined. .. .Wm. Hall recently dis- 
covered a a silver-bearing ledge in the 
Chilliwhack mountain, close by tho Fra- 
sor. One assay produced §27 silver, and 
$G gold — §33 to the ton .... Crops, gener- 
ally speaking, have been good and the 
problem now is to get a market for the 
surplus. J. Recce's oats went over 00 
bushels to the acre, and spring wheat 30 
bushels. Other farms/may have yielded 
better, but we are unable to state how 
much. Peas have been /an exceptionally 
good crop. Saw one vine 13 feet long 
with 30 good-sized pods. . . . "Tho Harvest 
Homo " picnic came off on Saturday, and 
we were rather disappointed at the slim 
attendance. ' However, those who avail- 
ed themselves of the picnic did not regret 
it, for everything in tho shape of edibles 
and amusements wero up to the mark. 
The proceeds are to be applied towards the 
Episcopal parsonage of this place, — Rev. 
Mr. Ditcham pastor, 

Stketct Lighting. — Tho street lamps 
will bo lighted on tho evening of the 1st 
proximo, that being the date on which 
the new contract between the Corporation 
and the Victoria Gas Co. comes into ef- 
fect. The City will purchase the lanterns 
from the Company at a cost of some §400, 
have entire control over the lamp-lighter 
and pay his salary.

Ho 
and his pet were driven to tho city 
prison where O'Donnell was released on 
bail and stops taken to dispose of tho 
lepor in a proper manner.

Rome, September 20. — Special con- 
gregration of Cardinals has just decided 
tho Pope should not leave the Vatican 
unless under special overruling circum- 
stances. Cardinal Nino is seeking to 
ascertain whether German catholics are 
inclined to follow their party leaders 
or orders from the Vatican. The Vat- 
ican has ordered the catholic bishops 
in Mexico to abstain from participation 
in political contests. 

Paris, September 20. — Gambctta's 
speech at Romans contains the com- 
plete political programme of the left 
which includes the dismissal of the 
anti-republican functionaries; tho re- 
organization ef the army from which 
politics should be excluded, but where 
the law must be respected, even by 
those in highest commands ; the aboli- 
tion of favoritism now shown to ultra- 
montanes, and exclusion of all citizens 
from priesthood until they have per- 
formed military duty, Each point of 
the programmo was enthusiastically 
cheered. 

Berlin, September 20. — Russian 
authorities have instructed the provis- 
ional government of Bulgaria to sum- 
mon all the male inhabitants between 
the uges of 20 and 22 to form territor- 
ial army of fifty battalions infantry 
and seventy squadrons cavalry.
